Mr. M. Noma, Consul for Japan, received 
this morning the following telegram contain 
ing an abbreviated report, by Admiral Togo, 
Commander-in-Chief of the combined squae 
dr6n, of the engagements at Port Arthur, and 
kindly forwarded us the same for publi- 
cation = 0. ns 

"At midnight on-the Sth inst,, our torpedo 
flotilla made a successful attack on the Rus: 
sian fleet which was at anchor in the outer 
roads of Port Arthur, On the following 
morning, the gth, at 10 o'clock the combined 
squadrons steamed up to attack the Russian 
ficet and, after an engagement, which lasted 
forty minutes, these last retreated into the 
inner harbour, At 1. p.m. we ceased 
firing and withdrew. Our ships suffered but 
slight damage, and none were lost. Our 
total casualties are: 4 killed and 54 wounded. 
The Imperial Princes serving with the 
squadron are’ safe. Our torpedo flotilla 
rejoined the main squadron after the battle. 
Officers and men alike behaved admirably, 
and from their coolness and self- “possession 
during the fight one might have supposed 
they were engaged in ordinary mancuvres.” 

The above report confirms the previons 
accounts of the two engagements at Port 
Arthur already published in these columns, 
and, although no mention’ is made of the 
Russian men-of-war being sunk, the wards

between Japan and Russia, and giving 
rigorous instructions as to the attitude to be 
maintained by all French subjects. ‘This 
decision of our neighbours and friends will 
be welcome news to many who were doubt- 
ful as to the policy that would be adopted 
by the Republic, and feared that some 
secret convention existed with Russia that 
would oblige “France to intervene in the 
present’ struggle, and consequently bring 
about serious complication.

Mr. Olaf Nielsen, Superintendent of the 
Great Northern Telegraph Co,, informs us 
that this Company's cable to Shanghai con- 
tinues in excellent working order, but as 
under the present circumstances, it has to 
carry the whole of the very heavy traffic, 
there is great delay (at present about 24 
hours) on telegrams.

JAPANESE CRUISERS DELAYED 
‘AT SINGAPORE. 


BAD COALING FACILITILS, 

The continued delay in the departure of the 
Japanese cruisers Miésshin and Masuga from 
Singapore has arvused a good deal of specula- 
tion, It was freely hinted yesterday, says the 
local Temes of sthinst, that in view of the 
alarming situation raised by the Russian threat 
of an ulfimatiunt on Saturday, the cruisers had 
been officially detained until the horizon 
momentarily cleared ; of course such a theory 
was absurd on the face of it, for while there 
isa Russian squadron behind, the vessels have 
aclear ran to Japan. A much simpler solution 
ofthe cruisers’ detention is founfl in the fact 
that they have not yet finished coaling. The 
cruisers arrived at Singapore on Tucsday and, 
with the exception of one or two’ sbort 
breaks, they have been coaling ever since. 
Ie seems that the facilities for coaling 
the: cruisers are exceptionally poor. There 
are only two small shoots on each side 
of the vessel and no matter how many 
coolies were set to carry the baskets from the 
tongkangs to the watships the work of filling 
the bunkers would proceed no quicker, Most’ 
warships are so built that they cau take in coal 
at the rate of 30> toas an hour or more if 
necessary; the British batileshias and cruisers 
are continually breaking records so far as the 
time occupied in filling the bunkers is con- 
cerned.
